/Balancing the 


budget 


I hare may be' differences of opinion—particularly 
amongst those directly affected—.about -Premier Aber- 
liart s methbds in attempting to balance the budget. But 
i.is determination to do so, aijd Ins employment 6 f Mr, 
lugOr as financial adviser, must be commended. There 
l.as been much said about the over-government of the 
province, and it rs surely realized that economies cannot] 
be ailected without reducing the numbers of employees, 
and if necessary, certain services not absolutely essential. 

It is to be hoped that the government will extend its 
economies to reuueing representation, and that before 
long, the legislature will be cut down to a minimum. The 
same number of constituencies as exists for the federal 
horn e would be quite sufficient to carry on provincial 
bu» m eas . - Since the government has already embarked 
on its policy of re-organization, it would be consistent to 
extend that re-organization to the legislative house itself. 

in addressing the convention of Alberta Municipalities 
and other bodies, Premier Aberhart and his ministry have 
referred to certain phases of administration which stand 
in need of reform. The school system of Alberta for in¬ 
stance, has 10,000 school trustees, 3000 secretaries, 3000 
audits. Th.e city of Toronto with its great population has 
23 people in control of education. This comment was a 
forerunner of Mr. Aberhart’s request that the Municipali¬ 
ties convention consider seriously the question of over¬ 
government, and may indicate a plan for consolidation of 
schools. 

Higher taxation has oeen predicted by Mr. Magor and 
this news will not be so welcome. Before further impos¬ 
ing on an already over-burdened population, every possi¬ 
ble avenue of reduction in governmental departments 
should be canvassed—as no doubt will be done. The rev¬ 
enue derived from gas tax, motor licenses, income tfjxes, 
liquor, amusements, etc., is large, and sufficiently heavy. 

But what is to be will be. Drastic measures may be 
necessary to get the province on such a footing that it 
will commend itself to the federal government and to all 
investors. The sooner this is done the better. And so long 
as the economies are applied fairty, without dia crimina 
tion in favor of any class or individuals, the public will 
have no reasonable grievance. 


ECONOMIC BENEFITS 


The institution of the Hawley-Smoot tariff in 1930, has 
been regarded in this country as the high peak Of economic 
nationalism in United States. It was a staggering blow to 
cattlemen of . Western Canada, and resulted in no commen¬ 
surate benefit to those of similar occupation on the other 
tide of the line. Secretary of State Hull, refers to this 
tariff in a recent statement, in which he asserts that the 
reaction to the U.S.-Canada reciprocity treaty has been 
overwhelmingly favorable. He predicts that a few 
months of. practical operation-will demonstrate the trade 
benefits to both countries. 

He reviews tire passing of various tariff measures, as 
far back as 1909, and in all instances the capitol at Wash¬ 
ington ^was over-run with lobbyists bringing pressure to 
near, and harassing Congress to secure^abnormally high 
i ates of protection for their particular industries. The 
culmination of nationalism . was the_Hawley-Smoot tariff 
wpich iie describes as “notoriously uilsounii, and respon¬ 
sible for a loss of $600;000,000 in export trade with Can¬ 
ada.’’ ——;-*——■ 

lie sees in the completion of the present trade pact, an 
absence of log rolling, and a strictly non-partizan effort to 
re-establish lrath* relations lost in recent years. The'mefh- 
o is employed have been careful and thorough, he states, 
and ptohably 8 a per cent, of the press o"f United States is 
in approval. 

The press of Canada seems also to be almost entirely 
approving, though in varying degrees of enthusiasm.' All 
are agreed that the agreement is a good start, re-opening 
old markets on both sides of the line, in no wise ’imperil¬ 
ling. Rritish trade agreements, and estimated at the very 
lowest value, will save a few dollars here and jrfiere in 
all'cunstiiqfjr purchases. 


TO SERVE LIVESTOCK INTERESTS 


V hope has been expressed by many livestock men, that 

tiic department of- agriculture at Ottawa will have as one 
of tiie chief officials, a man thoroffghly informed on live- 
atoik. There is complete satisfaction in the appointment 
of Tremier James Gardiner as Minister of Agriculture, a 
man who has headed an agricultural province and has al¬ 
so a thorough, practical 'experience in agricultural prob¬ 
lems. 

The livestock industry of Canada is, however, one of 
such nationnlly-wide importance a.s* to require the exclus¬ 
ive attention of some one individual.-fitted through long 
.■penance and contacts with this phase of agriculture. 

The breeding, feeding and marketing of livestock affects 
almost every farm home in the Dominion, as well as the 
arger ranch interests. Dairying and dairy products are 
a part of thisjlrdustry. Although in the West, wheat is 
omm-mly regaritrd as the most important phase of agri- 
ukuiCf the fi\u luck industry means more in actual re- 
iunis t‘> the people of Canada, with a wider distribution 
of returns. 

It i.AToi. this reason that the hope is cxpi+ssed that 
*7<-f..or «lardmen will strengthen his department with the 
*■ that can be secured in the wayiof a livestock expert. 

A case in point is the recent situation in Alberta, in re- 
mviI to the moving of cattlo from drought areas to feed 
lounB. The three-way arrangement'of last year to fa¬ 
cilitate transportation, should have been revived some 
.vi ks ago. Unfortunately the ratification of the agree¬ 
ment has been delayed at Ottawa, leaving the province 
and railways ready,‘without final endorsation. The de- 
lav at Ottawa hn= hern due to the reorganization of the 


department, but an official intimately acquainted with the 
situation might have found means to act more quickly. He 
would have recognized an emergency situation in the ear¬ 
ly descent of heavy snow and winter weather. And he 
would have seen the imperative need to act quickly in or¬ 
der to prevent, stock losses. 

This is only one example to point the need of an exper¬ 
ienced and informed livestock man at Ottawa. Livestock 
needs in the various provinces may differ widely, but they 
all come under the same category and are immensely im¬ 
portant to thp--total wealth of Canada. 


AUSTRALIA REDUCES 


Australians are disappointed. In the recent budget tax 
reductions were very moderate, the concessions granted by 
the state treasurer amounting to only £510JX16. But the 
treasurer restored a further percentage -of. the salary 
cuts of state servants and. increased the grant to the smal¬ 
ler states. Canadians would be happy to be disappointed 
in this way. 

• In Western Australia the premier and treasurer, in de¬ 
livering the budget speech, also announced the expiry of 
the emergency cuts in salaries, pensions, grants, etc., and 
indicated that there would be no new taxation. 

In New South Wales, the state budget provided for re¬ 
duced taxes on wages and small incomes and for a 10 per 
cent reduction in railway freight rates on wheat, fruit and 
dairy products produce. ~V 

Steadily over a term of the last five years, Australian 
public finance has been improving. Most of the govern¬ 
ments are coming very close to paying their way and some 
are showing surpluses. There have been some reductions 
in taxes which are but an earnest of better things to come. 
There has been no suggestion of increased taxes in recent 
years. 

Australia faced a crisis in 1930. The people admitted 
their difficulties and set out in a spirit of courage and sin¬ 
cerity to restore the stability of public finance and to ef¬ 
fect a major reconstruction of the national economy. 
There was an acceptance of the principle of equality of 
sacrifice. 

Above all there was a desire to do the fair thing by 
those who had invested capital in Australia; there was 
no attempt at repudiation of obligations or contract, ex¬ 
cept incidentally where unavoidable.. 

Today Australians are reaping the benefit. Their pub¬ 
lic finances are in sound shape, taxes are being reduced 
and general prosperity has in a large measure returned. 

Canada, on the other hand, still has to face the problem 
of national financial reconstruction.—Exchange. 


DISTRIBUTING RESOURCES 


When Sir Samuel Hoare, British Foreign Secretary, 
stated that the best way to avoid war was to remove the 
cause, he also said that one cause was the unequal distri¬ 
bution of the raw materials of the world, amonget-the 
nations. 

It is predicted by a Canadian press writer in the Cal¬ 
gary Herald that a discussion on this point may be an im¬ 
portant part of the world economic conference in 1936. 

The purpose would b e to balance the availability of 
world supplies of raw products, Those who have not 
ready accessibility to important products, through colon¬ 
ial possessions or otherwise, are Italy, Germany and Jap¬ 
an. The countries more richly endowed, ar e Britain, 
F'rance, Belgium, Holland, United States and Russia. 
These would be the countries required to make sacrifice. 

As touching Canada, it might be that this country would 
be called upon to supply nickel for instance, at a fixed 
price. Britain and other countries of vast African pos¬ 
sessions, would be obliged to permit certain exploitation 
of these possessions. Tariff reductions of a drastic na¬ 
ture would be an inevitable feature of any such arrange¬ 
ment. k 

It is commented by the writer, that the ominous-phase 
of this much advertised lack of raw materials; centres to a 
very great extent round material used for the manufac¬ 
ture of war implements. 

One of the greatest problems of any re-distribution is 
the question of oiL—The world has been rocked with the 
bitter competition which has raged amongst such compan¬ 
ies as the Royal Dutch Shell, the Anglo-Iran and the 
.Standard Oil. It may be accepted that any conference ol 
nations will have these mighty powers in some form at 
the Council table. Even in the present question of sanc¬ 
tions, it has been admitted that the Anglo-Iran company 
has been selling oil to Italy despite the principle of 
League sanctions. It is argued that if the Anglo-Iran 
company does not, Standard Oil will. There is danger 
that oil interests like armament interests are stronger 
than government. There seems little prospect that the 
financial barons Of the world will he disposed to make any 
sacrifice in the interest of peace or mediation. 

Even if resources of the world were redistributed with 
a greater fairness, this would probably not meet the re¬ 
quirements of those nations demanding colonial expansion 
for their population. 

It has been pointed out reproachfully that a sober, 
hardworking people may be cortipressed beyond ■ endur¬ 
ance in .limited territory, while other people's kpep-vast 
areas closed to immigration. But it-is probably more a 
question of possessions, rather than migration. There are 
also considerations of the adaptability of. certain races to 
the “vast areas closed to immigration.” And in any re¬ 
distribution of territory, the voice of the natives would lie 
raised. 


COW COUNTRY 


I have come across one waj^if telling the difference be¬ 
tween cow and wheat country, and if not known to many 
old timers, it will please them. The American novelist, 
Erskirte Caldwell, works it into a new hook, “Travel,” de¬ 
scribing a trip overland nnd backwards across the U.S. 
At Madras, Oregon, he came across a storekeejier whose 
store was in the hands of the bankers. This storckeepei 
said his troubles were brought on by “scientific fellows” 
insisting on raising wheat in a country that should be 
raising cattle, "it you ever run across any of those scien¬ 
tific dry farmers," said the storekeeper, “tell them that 
about the most foolish thing a man can do is to break up 
the sod on a shprt-grass range. If they want to learn 
something, tell them that any country that grows rabbits 
taller than the buffalo grass is a cow country; and where 
the grass grows taller than rabbits, that’s a wheat coun¬ 
try.”—Lethbridge Herald from "Wpg. Free Press.”
